classes of associations to begin reforms

through legislation most rigidly enforc- 
ed, the ultimate idea to make impossi- 
ble the selling of. goods made in "sweat- 
shops" and places of similar character. 
The three classes of associations ad- 
Tocated are divided into those com- 
prising the producers, or trades Union- 
ists, the consumers and the salespeo- 
ple or clerks who handle the gocOs 
at retail. Such associations, Mrs. Wid- 
drington held, will begin necessary 
reforms in shops and factories, but 
their efforts will never be more than 
initiatory and con be completed only 
by judicious legislation, rigidly enforc- 
ed and administered.

She said the present factory laws;of 


this state appear to cover, all needful 
points, bat unfortunately these laws 
apparently are not enforced. 
What 


is needed, she said, was civil servants 
who would serve the public by proper 
administration of law instead of serv- 
ing any political 'party or faction.—

Several important rulings with re- 


gard to internal revenue taxation on 
loans secured by pledges of collateral 
hare been received at the local inter- 
nal revenue office from the commis- 
sioner at Washington.

money simply by the delivery of the 
certificates to the lender, or deposited 
as a basis of credit without a mort 
gage or other written instrument be- 
ing executed or made, whereby the 
sattl stock is pledged to secure the 
payment ol.a.deSnite and certain sum 
of money, no tax is imposed on such 
transaction. 


"These rulings are modified to a 


certain extent by the amendment of 
February 2S, 1899, to tb«e War Keve- 
nne Act, which is in the following 
language: 


"Wheneverany bood os note shall 


bi secured by a mortgage or deed of 
crust, but one stamp fchail be required 
to be placed upon such, paper: Pro 
vided, that the stamp- tax thereon 
shall be the highest rate required for 
said instruments or eitkgr of them. 


"A pledge of stock or other personal 


property has been ruled to be within 
tbe purview of the above amendment, 
so that when a promissory note or 
bond Is secured by an instrument of 
sledge, but one tax aeei ues, and that 
(ax Is the highest required on either 
natrument. Stamps representing this 
higher tax may be placed on either in- 
strument as parties may elecL"
